DR. TORY LECTURES ON WAR AND — 
THE FUTURE OF EDUCATION 


Pr lem is to Gain Practical Efficiency and Preserve the Element of 
Character Building, Lack of Which Has Caused the 
Breakdown of Germany’s National Morality 


Last night in the Arts Building of 


‘ fie University, Dr. H. M. Tory, presi- 


dent of the University, gave a publie 
lecture under the auspices of the 
Philosophical Society. The chairman, 
James Adam, expressed the society's 
gratification at the excellent attend- 
ance, 

President Tory introduced his sub- 
ject by a historical resume, pointing 
out that educational reform was an 
ever recurring problem presenting it- 
self at every crisis, and that the pre- 
sent situation differs only in. circum- 
stances and material, At every stage 
education was associated with the 
national point of view. 

The history of civilization ran paral- 
le! with that of education, as was seen 
for example in the case of Sparta. 
Though a small nation, she controlled 
greater territories, and to enable her 
to do this efficiently directed all her 
educational efforts to practical ends. 
in Athens the problem, though dif- 
ferent in character, found a similar 
practical solution, the Athenian ideat 
being the development of the indi- 
vidual for political life or the service 
of the nation. Roman education con- 
céntrated on similar practical aspects, 
and emphasized farming, military ser- 
vice and oratory. 


Ideas of Christian Era. 


New ideas in education became 
more general in the Christian era. 
Moral and religious elements were 


considered the main basis of the pro- 
blem, and later at the time of Charle- 
magne, these took a still more pro- 
minent place. Latin became the lan- 
guage of culture, which was based on 
the church, 

With the Renaissance a new im- 
petus was given to education, first by 
the study of the life and literature of 
the past; second, by the study of art; 
third, by the study of nature, In 
Engiand this period of edneational 
effort was characterized, as has been 
its whole subsequent course, by the 
recognition of and insistence on moral 
values, 

The lecturer then passed in review 
the period of the French Revolution, 
referring to the greut effects of the 
Napoleonic wars on all WBuropean 
peoples, and to the great impetus 
which they gave to educational reform 
in the direction of contributing to 
industrial efficiency, 

Problem of Our Time. 


In our day a similar problem has 
presented itself, not only to Muropean 
nations, but to those of the Dominions, 
only differing from past problems in 
material and circumstances, The 
blem, stated broadly, is, how to make 
men most efficient—efficient for them- 
selves, efficient for their community, 
and efficient for their country. The

a climax of discusions extending over 
la quarter of a century. The stress of 
war has brought these problems more 
forcibly home to men's minds, 

The war brought to light the fact 
that England was much inferior to 
Germany in many industrial matters. 
l’or-example, the material for refining 
gold was obtained almost wholly from 
Germany, as was the case with many 
other industrial requisites, Recent 
criticism in English papers, and in the 
British parliament, had insisted on the 
necessity for revolutionizing industrial 
methods, and for the application § of 
science to industry. The blame for 
this lack of scientific method was laid 
on the educational system, which, as 
it existed today, was a compromise 
between the democratic and the tradi- 
tional aristocratic point of view. This 
system had engendered an individua- 
listie attitude, which

same time to

recognition of this element in her edu- 
cational system, which had led to the 
break down of German national!

Dr. Tory then referred to the poli- 
tical, economic and industrial aspects 
of the educational problem, showing 
by statistics and diagrams that in- 
dustrial efficiency was greatly increas- 
ed by a prolonged period of educa- 
tion, and that there was a close rela- 
lion between the productive power of 
a worker and his previous educational 
attainments, 

It should be the business of our 
educational organization to prolong 
the period of schooling, and to corre- 
late the education and the vocation. 

The lecturer closed by pointing out 
that these problems were even more 
pressing in the province of Alberta 
than in Britain, and that we must be 
prepared for greater expenditure to 
obtain this desired end. 

The lecturer was followed by a very 
animated and helpful discussion. The

The Canadian Government is 
now having manufactured — three 
million dollar’s worth of rifles of 
a kind that is not used at the front 
and not even allowed to be taken 
tu Englund. It is to be hoped the 
enemy is throwing away money 
and time in folly of this sort, but 
it is to be feared he is not. 


Andrew Broder, M.P., says he 
would pay off the war debt by put- 
ting an income-tax on people who 
have more money than is good for 
them and the country. Perhaps 
Andrew would, but his friends in 
the Government won't, and that is 
more important. As well expect 
them to nationalize munition 
profits! 

With war as yet only in pros- 
pect, a movement for conseription 
has been started in the United 
States. Those former residents 
of the republic who left Canada 
because of the fear of conscription 
being adopted here may discover 
that they have hopped out of a 
cool frying-pan into a very hot 
fire. It would be in keeping 
with the proprieties if the Ameri- 
can and Canadian authorities took 
steps to prevent these people 
hopping back across the line to 
avoid conscription in their own 
country by ineurring the less for- 
midable danger of having to make 
munitions in Canada at good pay. 


President Wilson has declined 
Berlin’s offer to let him take it 
back, and says he will have no 
further dealings with the pirates 
unless they reform again. The 
chiefs of Kultur may now proceed 
to explain to the German people 
that the United States is another 
conscienceless and aggressive 
power, scheming to bring about 
the downfall of unoffending Ger- 
many in order to capture a share 
of German oversea trade, And as 
the German public were got to be- 
lieve this sort of nonsense regard- 
ing the aims of Great Britain 
there is little chance of them re- 
fusing to accept the doctrine as 
applying to the United States, The 
consistent purpose of German 
foreign policy during the war has 
been to enable the Government to 
apeal for united support; at one 
time with the ery that victory was 
assured ; later on with the ery that 
Germany had been attacked with- 
out provocation, and that all Ger 
manus must stand shoulder to 
shoulder against the aggressors. 
The receut much-advertised offer 
of nothing tou the United States 
was likely enough made with a 
view to bringing precisely the 
rebuff it has got, and deserved. 
The exchange will unify German 
opinion against the United States 
as it is already unified against the 
Allies and gain a solid backing for 
any course the Kulturebund may 
see fit to adopt toward Washing- 
ten

It can well be understood 
that in such place there should 
be no hotel at all, or that, being 
only one, the accommodation 


should be indifferent. 


But it must be remembered that 
hotel keeping as a separate busi- 
ness only eame into existence a 
year and a half ago. And it 
came into existence in face of the 
emphatie declarations of former 
licensees that without a bar a 
hotel would be a doubtful, if not 
u hopeless, proposition financially. 
If, in face of that, the business of 
keeping hotel has within » year 
and a half got upon its own feet, 
so that lack of suitable accommo- 
dation is only seriously felt in cer- 
tain of the smaller towns, it has 
surely been demonstrated that as 
a line of business the keeping of 
hotels offers inducement to men of 


enterprise. That being the case,

the want of accommodation where 
now complained of is a defect that 
is likely to remedy itself. 

Asa means of helping along 
that development the proposal of 
the commercial men that hotels be 
put under Government regulation 
and inspection might help. But 
if Government assistance of any 
sort is accorded it should be by 
way of encouraging and inducing 
the establishment of hotels as self- 
sustaining institutions, and not of 
creating a class of hotel-keeping 
pensioners. Incidentally, the com- 
mercial inen are well situated to 
give this most worthy 
boost. No class can more = as- 
suredly or more quickly put a 
hotel ‘‘in bad’’ than the knights 
of the grip, and none can _ give 
better advertising to a hotel that 
deserves it.

If it came to the knowledge of the 
business men of any small com- 
munity that their town was being 
shunned by traveller and visitors 
because it lacked hotel accommo- 
dation it would seem likely that 
they would take or find means to 
remedy the condition, The pub- 
licity that is being given to the 
lack of proper accommodation in 
certain places is therefore likely 
to help cure the cause ef the com- 
plaint. It is even possible that 
the commercial men and the news- 
papers can do more than the Pro- 
vincial Legislature in this particu- 
lar direction,

POWER POSSIBILITIES IN NORTH;

Edmonton Occupies Enviable 
Position, Where Development 
Of Big Hydro-Electric Systems 
Must Create Factory Centre 


Board of Trade Hears Inspiring Story of Alberta’s Future From 
Arthur J. Cantin, Electrical Engineer—Frovince Should 
Become Main Manufacturing Region For All Terri- 
tory West of Great Lakes 


The possibilities of a provincial hydro-electric system were point- 
ed out to members of tle Edmonton Board of Trade Tuesday, at their 
weekly luncheon, by Arthur J. Cantin, electrical engineer, of Edmon- 
ton, who said that although Alberta has no large manufactures as 
yet, it will not be many years before big industries will be doing a 

us business, with the waterways yielding millions of horse- 
power. He produced figures to show that the cost of power to the 
cities, towns, villages, and municipalities of Alberta, not including 
fixed charges, is at the present time $1,987,950,00 per annum, and on 
this basis he estimated that a capital expenditure of $11,239,000 could 
be made on a provincial hydro-electric scheme with reasonable assur- 
ance of financial success. There was no reason, he said, why Alberta 
should not some day be the manufacturing centre for the vast and 
fertile region west of the Great Lakes, 

Dealing with the power possibilities of the e1tire he 
pointed out that north of Edmonton these possibilities are of unlimited 
extent, although the cost in some instances would be great, and it 
would be many years before these northern sites could be made re- 
munerative. Perhaps the best power site in the province, he says, is 
on the Slave river, near Fort Chipewyan, where engineers and pros- 
pectors report that at least one million horse-power could be de- 
veloped, but the site is so far north that the matteris out of the 
question. From Pelican Rapids to Fort MeMurray, 900,000 horse- 
power could be developed. The Peace river at the Rocky Mountain 
Canyon could easily develop 150,000 horse-power. At Vermillion 
Falls, another 100,000 horse-power could be developed. There were 
other possibilities in the southern portion of the province.

“The present amount of power de- 
oped in Edmonton and Calgary is 
000 h. p. with approximately 33,- 
000 h. p. developed by municipalities 
and private companies, which would 
be covered by the proposed hydro 
electric transmission system of about 
700 miles of distribution lines. 
his amount of power, costing $100 
per horse power, would represent an 
expenditure of $10,000,000, not includ- 
ing the local distribution systems. 
The various lines of the system would 
cover the oldest settled and the best 
parts of Alberta. The building of a 
system such as here described would 
open untold opportunities in the in- 
dustrial, and electro-chemical indus- 
tries. We have an unlimited amount 
of coal, lignite, bituminous and an- 
thracite, so that the dye industry 
could be developed here in Alberta 
on a larger scale than it exists at 
present in any part of the world. 
Coal in Alberta, 

“Speaking of our coal resources, 
the Government estimates that we 
have over ten hundred billion ton, or 
over 14 per cent. of the visible coal 
supply of the world here in Alberta. 
The known coal reserve of the world 
by countries is as follows: United 
States 652 per cent., Canada 16 per 
cent., China 13 per cent., Germany 6 
per cent. At present 83 per cent. of 
the coal consumed is mined in the 
United States, Great Britain and Ger- 
many. 

“We should not think of this coal 
only as a fuel, but we should look be- 
yond to see its possibilities. The Ger- 
mans have developed the coal tar to 
such an extent that they are able to 
extract as high as $20 worth of by- 
product from a gallon of raw ma- 
terial. 

o experiments to the writer's 
knowledge have been made to deter- 
mine the nature and yield of volatile 
compound to be obtained by distilling 
lignite and the possibilities of using 
these residue from distillation as solid 
fuel. 

“Benzol is one of the products 
which cCwuld be obtained from lignite. 
This can be used in gasoline engine, 
and in the manufeature of dyestuff, 
ammonia compound and chemical! fer- 
lilizer. 


“Over 900 dyes of commerce, and 
4,000 colors can be made from coal 
tar, The source of the German mon- 


opoly of the dye industries is their 
large lignite coal field. 

“It is a well-known fact that the 
British Empire, as well as all neu- 


trals, have been greatly inconvenienc- 
ed by the stoppage of the German sup- 
ply, so that we here in Alberta shouid 


do our best to give this industry a 
Start, and try and develop it on a 
substantial and conservative basis 

“The world feeds itself on the first 
six inches of earth on the terrestial 
gklobe. If we want it to keep on feed- 
ing us we must be careful of its fer- 
tility, As the population increases, 
so do the requirements. 


Nitrate (saltpetre) is the first ele- 
ment of the soil to give out; it ean, 
however, be made from the air. ‘The 
only souree of it at the present time 
in the form of mineral is the Chilean 
nitrate bed. This source, however, is 
limited, and it is estimated that it will 
not last more than 20 to 50 years be- 
fore it wives out. 

Essential of War and Agriculture. 

“Farming is a peaceful occupation 
Which requires nitrate. The most

Pre- 
vious to 1914 Germany got its nitrate 
from Chile and Norway. The Norwe-

“In 1910, in the Freneh Alps, there 
were water power plants aggregating 
175,000 h, p. projected. All this pow- 
ev was to be used in the electro-chem- 
icul and electro-metatiurgical work. 

“It has been reported that Germany 
through force of necessity has had to 


install plants for the fixation of at- 
mospheric nitrogen of 118,000 tons 
capacity since the war started. Pre- 


Viously it had a capacity of 22,000 tons 
per year, I am inclined to believe that 
the Germans must have improved the 
efficiency of their furnaces, as it was 
from 2 1-2 to 8 per cent. efficient pre- 
vious to the war.
